Tho  dairy  sltintion  during  tho  fiocal  yoor  vas  cloralnatod  "by  a  charp 
rtnrornal  In  mllTc  pro^luctlcm  ccmclltloiss,  from  xddosprcad  drouclit  end  curtallod 
output  at  tho  boclnnini^  of  tho  year  to  favorable  wathor.  Increased  cov/  niOTber» 
hcsivy  feodlnc  and  a  record  rate  of  milk  prodixctlon  durins       winter  and  eprlng 
months^   Vlth  conntmcr  dcnard  relatively  stablo,  tho  Incrcciss©  in  ml3Jc  output 
vas  diverted  largoly  into  "butter^  nonfat  dry  nill?:  oollds  and  choeoo,  and 
offerings  to  Ccinniodity  Credit  Corporation  under  tho  prlco  oupport  profraia  vere 
heavy  during  the  last  half  of  tho  flccal  year.   T!t3k  production  durinrj  the 
flocnl  .year  totalled  billion  pounrlo,  an  Incroaco  of  billion 

potmde  over  a  year  earlier.    Prices  received  'bj  farmers  for  milk  and  buttox*»

Becmis©  of  the  problcas  involved  la  disposing  of  tJi©  eubstantlal  quantitloii  of 

dairy  products  bein,^  ecquircd  lasder  the  price  support  progrosit  dairy  induEtiy  and 

Con^jrcflslonal  Xeadors  vere  coneiiltcid  concorning  tho  edvieablo  pro-jrea  for  tho 

markotlisg  year  beginning  ^rll  1,  1953«   Tlioy  ur^od  tlio  continuation  of  bIUc  and 

for  another  year 

butterfat  price  cupporto  at  90  percent  of  parity/to  give  tho  industiy  opportxmity 

to  dovelop  noro  satisfactory  eolutlono  to  tho  dairy  problca.   Over  90  roprcscntatlTi 
producers  and  diotributoro  of  daiiy  products  and  of  o^cultura  /jcnoraUy  vero 
called  togothor  in  conference  early  in  April  to  review  the  jdidizy  prcblcoa  and  consldei 
eltemative  actions*   In  May  a.  craallor  SO-raon  group  of  industry  representatives  met 
to  further  ocnsidor  tho  cusceotlone  of  the  lorsor  group.   Their  rGcecctiondations 
estphasizod  tho  iiaportanoo  of  inoroasod  indoctxy  efforts  to  increase  sales  of  Bilk 
and  its  products*

The  developmont  and  revision  of  quality  standarda  has  boon  an  active 
project  during  the  year.    The  continued  demand  for  high  quality  dairy 
produoto  and  for  Fodcsfol  Inopaatlon  and  gradlns  of  aueh  produetfl  was 
manifested  by  requests  for  1,4.64-  copies  of  Departeient  standards.  Purther*- 
more,  a  liiaitation  on  the  free  distribution  of  United  States  Sedinent  Stand- 
ards f or  ItLlk  end  liilk  Products  and  United  States  Scorched  Particle  Stand- 
ards for  Dry  Milks  resulted  in  over  200  each  of  these  being  sold  by  the 

Depp-rtment's  office  of  information* 

United  States  Standards  for  Grades  of  Swiea  Cheese  vere  promulgated 
and  became  effective  February^  1953*    these  standards  replaced  Itentativ© 
United  States  Standards  for  Grales  of  Swiss  Qieese  which  had  been  used 
since  1944* 

United  States  Standards  for  Grades  of  Ilonfat  Dry  Milk  Solids  wore 
revised  and  the  revision  became  effective  May,  1953. 

United  States  Standards  for  Grades  of  Dry  Whole  Milk  have  been  pre- 
pared for  publication  as  a  jaropoeed  rule  making,  Iflhen  promulgatod,  these 
will  supersede  the  present tentative  standards  in  effect  since  1943* 

A  request  was  received  for  the  developcient  of  standards  for  dry  but- 
termilk solids.    Information  is  being  assembled  preparatory  to  issuing 
standards  for  this  product.  A  rapid  and  accurate  method  of  filtering 
roller  process  dry  buttermilk  solids  using  a  10^  solution  of  tetra 
sodium  salt  of  ethylene  dimine  tetra  acetic  acid  powder  was  developed 
and  published.    This  will  promote  unifozoity  by.  making  the  United  States 
Soorohed  Partiolft  Standards  for  Diy  Milka  applieabld  to  this  product* 


Information  is  boing  asDomblod  proparctoiy  to  icsulng  TJnitod  Statoa 
Standards  for  Dry  IThoy  Colida, 

In  cooparation  with  tho  Euroau  of  Dairy  Indvatry,  a  roaonrch  projoot 
to  dotomino  tho  do^jrcQ  of  sruitability  of  vtirioua  snail  packarjos  for  the 
prosorvation  of  nonfat  dry  milk  solids  has  boon  in  progroso  throuchout 
tho  yoar*   Milk  solids  packacod  in  thirty-sovon  typos  of  packacas  ropro- 
Bonting  tho  products  of  10  major  manufacturors  of  packaging  natorial  voro 
obtained  and  otorod  ot  8^F«  and  8$%  rolativa  humidity.    Samploo  waro  ro- 
novod  frora  storage  loonthly  for  tasting.    In  addition  to  raoistur©  absorp- 
tion, tho  prinoiplo  considoration,  tho  study  doals  idth  bactorial  and 
coliform  ostimatos,  solubility,  flavor,  p-nd  color  -  all  important  factors. 
Seven  typos  of  paokagos  havo  boon  ronovod  fror^  tost  bocauso  of  tho  incroaso 
in  tho  taoisturo  content  of  the  povdor.    A  jroliniinary  roport  was  prepared 
in  April  and  discussed  with  reprocontativos  of  tho  companies  subcaitting 
the  packages.  This  proliminaiy  report  covered  26  of  the  37  types  of 
packages  A  of  t^ioh  vere  discontinued  at  the  end  of  5  months,  A  had 
been  xmder  test  for  7  months,  9  for  6  monies,  2  for  5  months,  3  for  3 
months,  and  A  for  only  1  month.    B>  additional  paokagos  idll  be  accepted 
until  the  testa  on  tJiose  now  in  storage  ere  conplotod*   Bettor  packaging 
would  increase  the  donestio  outlets  for  nonfat  dry  milk  solids. 

The  use  of  uniforra  standards  in  judging  dairy  products  was  stressed 
to  student  judges  at  tho  1953  CoUogiate  Students'  International  Contest 
in  Judging  Dairy  Products.  Ihia  contest  io  hold  annually  under  the  super* 
vlaion  of  thd  Daizy  Branch  and  is  cponsorod     the  Anarioan  Dairy  Soioneo 


Acsocintion  and  tho  Dniry  Induotrioo  Supply  Asaoclatlon,  Inc.    Tawafl  cocv- 
prisod  of  3  moiabors  crnd  an  altornato  frora  28  acrloiLLtural  coHogQs  partici- 
pated in  this  contest.   Markot  nilk,  ico  orocan^  buttor,  and  ohoooo  vqvq 
judced, 

Tho  ueo  of  tmiform  standnrda  uniformly  applied  wao  further  otroaaod 
by  a  chooea  Judging  clinic  for  taam  coachoo,  cuporvisod  by  tho  Dairy  Branchy 
as  a  part  of.  tho  procron  of  tho  /cnorloQn  Dairy  Scionco  Aooociation,  1o 
pronoto  unifomity  on  an  interna tional  basin,  and  encotiraco  international 
participation  in  the  oontost,  a  paper  entitled  "A  Tested  Basis  for  Interna- 
tional  Uniformity  in  Sud^ng  Dairy  Products'*  was  prepared  and  accepted 
for  presentation  at  tho  13th  International  Dairy  Congress,  The  Itaguo, 
22  Zvm  1953»  , 

A  complote  review  was  made  of  the  research  vork  showing  the  effect 
of  feeds  and  other  factors  on  the  flavor  of  milk.    Such  information  is  . 
necoasary  in  the  determination  end  recognition  of  flavor  quality  factors, 
to  bo  used  in  product  qualit^y  standards*   This  review  is  being  prepared 
for  publication,
